World Court of International Justice 
states that the court is created as pro- 
vided for in article XIV. of thé cove- 
nant of the league of nations. After 
specifying the terms upon which 
states other than those Who are mem- 
bers of the league and those men- 
tioned in the annex might use the 
league court, the league makes spe- 
cial reservation of the right to cancel 
or rescind the right to use the court. 
The. statute of the court expressly pro- 
vides that the right to use the court 
shall be fixed by. the league. 


Traces League's Powers. 

Finally, we have this situation: 
The league creates the court. It fixes 
the salaries of the judges. It pays the 
judges. It provides for the increase 
of the number of judges. It pays the 
salaries of the employés ot the court. 
It is the adviser and councillor of the 
court, not by reason of the statute 
but by reason of the covenant of the 
league. 

“Its judgments and opinions are to 
be enforced by the league. The league 
controls the accessibility of the court. 
No one not a member of the court can 
use the court other than upon condi- 
tions provided for by the league. If 
the league breaks down the court must 
go, the same as the state court de- 
pends upon the state government.

Kaiser’s Birthday Parades

BERLIN, Jan. 26.—Friends and foes 
of the dethroned kaiser will celebrate 
his sixty-seventh birthday tomorrow 


with huge demonstrations throughout 
Germany. Friends demand that the 
Hohenzollerns be given all the millions 
they request. Politicians’ orders for 
demonstrations have caused appre- 
hension that there will be clashes be- 
tween the royalist sympathizers and 
the communists. 

Police are placed at the offices of all 
,communistic papers to keep them from 
printing revolutionary hand bills. The 
| reichswehr has been called into Ham- 

burg, where every eighth inhabitant is 
unemployed. Berlin's communistic 
anti-kaiser forces have appealed to 
210,000 of the jobless to protest against 
paying millions to princes. They will 
de joined by the Reichsbanner,” re- 
publican organizations which have 
called mass meetings in seven of the 
largest halls in Berlin to demand that 
the princely claims be settled by refer - 
endum. 
Reds Defy Police Ban. 


In Hamburg. Munich, and industrial 
towns in Saxony, police have forbidden 


communistic demonstrations, but the 
leaders have ordered their followers to 
disregard the ban. In Berlin com- 
munistic meetings before the former 
kaiser’s castle will be surrounded by 
cordons of police and reichswehr to 
prevent clashes with the nationalists. 

The parties of the reichstag have 
agreed to pass a law to prevent the 
courts from deciding on the suits of 
German princes until the reichstag has 
passed the new law establishing a 
semi-political arbitration court for the 
claims of the princes. 

The only consolation the kaiser will 
find in reports from Germany today 
are the royalist speech of Gen. von 
Ludendorff in a beer saloon ind west 
Berlin, and the reappearance of Capt. 
Ehrhardt and Capt. Rossbach on the 
political battlefield in Berlin. The lat- 
ter two officers fled after the Kapp rev- 
olution. They will take part in the big 
royalist demonstration tomorrow, when 
thousands of advocates of the return 
of the Hohenzollerns will parade in the 
uniforms of the old military régime.

Four members from the pro-kaiser 
club, Aufrechte,“ went to Doorn last 
night.
